AGAWAM — Planning officials 
are moving forward with plans for 
the Walnut Street Extension shop- 
ping area — including the former 
Games and Lanes building — thanks

to a Pioneer Valley Planning Com- 
mission (PVPC) Local Technical 
Assistance Grant. 

The plans for the area — which 
include 21 properties — 1s the sec- 
ond step in the town’s attempt to 
revitalize and develop the area, 
said Deborah Dachos, director of 
Planning and Community Devel- 
opment. 

In March 2010, the department 
put together an Economic Devlop- 


ment Plan with a $69,000 grant to 
prepare a plan under Chapter 43D. 

“The plan’s primary goal was to 
identify priority development sites 
for future economic growth in the 
community,” said Dachos. “The 
number one site was the Walnut 
Street Ext. area. The second was 
Tennis Road.” 

According to Dachos, last year 
the PVPC announced the availabil- 
ity of a district local technical as- 


sistance grant. While the grant had 
no monetary transfer, it allowed 
“so many man hours” to be dedi- 
cated toward helping town officials 
prepare new zoning for that area. 
Current zoning for Walnut Street 
Extension, Business A, has “sig- 
nificant setback requirements” that 
would allow “very little develop- 
able area” once all the restrictions 
are incorporated, she said. The goal 
of the mixed use zoning, therefore, 


is to relax the zoning developmen- 
tal requirements to allow for both 
commercial/residential develop- 
ments with commercial on the first 
floor and residential on the second 
floor. 

Planning officials are hoping the 
zoning would try “to bring more 
people into that area around the 
clock; not just during the day, but 
at night,’ said Dachos. The area 
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Student tour delivers ‘clear

mazing. Awesome. Cool. 

That’s how some Agawam 
students described their recent 
visit to the facility where recycla- 
ble material collected by the town 
1s processed. 

Fourth grade classes from Ben- 
jamin Phelps, James Clark, Clif- 
ford Granger, and Robinson Park 
elementary schools got an up 
close look at the recycling pro- 
cess when they visited the Spring- 
field Materials Recycling Facility 
(MRF). On three separate days 
in mid-November. A total of 264 
students from 12 classes took a 
one-hour tour conducted by staff 


from the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Environmental Protection 
(MassDEP), which runs the Bir- 
nie Avenue facility. 

Tracy DeMaio, solid waste and 
storm water coordinator for Aga- 
wam Department of Public Works, 
said the goal of taking students to 
the MRF is to give them “a clear 
understanding of why they recy- 
cle, what happens to the materials 
once the truck picks it up at their 
schools or their homes, and the 
process the material goes through 
to be made into something new.” 

Although no recycled materials 
are remanufactured at the facility, 
DEP staff did show one example 
of what happens when the materi- 
als leave the MRF. Arlene Miller,

(AP) courses and they’re closely 
matched in the number of honors 
courses — 13 for Molly and 12 for 
Nolan. 

One more important academic 
achievement links Molly and No- 
lan: both are recipients of a 2013 
Massachusetts Association of 
School Superintendents (MASS) 
Certificate of Academic Award.

BOSTON — Donald Humason, the new 
state Senator in a district that includes Aga- 
wam, spoke recently about two issues in 
which a recent change in state law has raised 
questions and posed challenges at the local 
level: medical marijuana on the one hand 
and the policy on casinos on the other. 

In both contexts, where some see a human 
vice and a source of great social costs, others 
see business opportunities. The medical mar- 
jjuana initiative passed in 2012 and is now 
the law in Massachusetts that the state will 
license dispensaries for the medicinal use of 
this substance, up to five in each county. 

But it is still unclear what that actually 
means for municipalities. Humason said that 
the success of the initiative “caught many 
people by surprise.” He attributed that suc- 
cess at least in part to clever wording of the 
question by the advocates. 

“You would have to have had a heart of 
stone” not to have been moved by the stories 
of the alleviation of suffering, he said. 

He cautions that the federal government 
still prohibits marijuana, 
and there is nothing Mas- 
sachusetts can do unilater- 
ally about that. The Obama 
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New senator takes a Beacon Hill view 


administration has indicated that it is “not 
going to go out and jam up the states” that 
have created such systems, or their partici- 
pants, Humason said. But “all it would take 
is a change in administration,” or perhaps in 
the political winds, to change the situation 
drastically. 


Municipal concerns 

In the meantime, he said, municipalities 
have real concerns and “they’re not entirely 
powerless to act in the face of the question” 
of pot use/abuse and its potential conse- 
quences. “We’re in uncharted territory,” he 
said, and officials in towns such as Holyoke 
or Agawam are naturally cautious. 

He also spoke about a potential casino in 
Springfield. It “certainly looks like there will 
be” such a casino, in the face of recent votes 
in West Springfield and Palmer that have 
taken both of those towns out of the running 
(at least pending a scheduled recount — slat- 
ed for Tuesday, Nov. 26 — in Palmer). 

“MGM is optimistic, but they won’t get 
their casino by default, they need the ap- 
proval of the Massachusetts Gaming Com- 
mission, which will do a thorough review of 
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their plan,” he said. 

The commission’s review, mandated un- 
der the statute, is “not meant to be intermina- 
ble,’ though, and the most likely near future 
is one in which MGM gets the go ahead for 
its Springfield plan early in 2014. 

Humason is sympathetic, on this issue too, 
with the towns that are concerned about the 
social effects in their backyards of a newly 
implemented state policy. But he says that 
host and adjoining communities are given 
significant protections by this legislation, a 
“stronger position than is the case in other 
states that have casinos.” 

He doesn’t anticipate that the legislators 
on Beacon Hill will revisit the law until the 
situation plays itself out further, and “until 
we're in a position to see how the system 
works or doesn’t work.” As a state senator, 
he says, he will be “in touch with affected 
towns and communities” assessing the costs 
— traffic, congestion, addiction, vis-a-vis the 
expected developmental benefits. 


Economic circumstances 
Our talk turned to the broader issue of the 
economic circumstances of his district at 


Consolidate bills 
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present. He said that in the Pioneer Valley 
he sees “pockets of success,” that indicate 
some degree of recovery from the reces- 
sion of recent years. But the western part of 
the state is lagging behind the eastern, with 
areas in his district experiencing ’a much 
higher unemployment rate than is the state 
average.” 

What can be done? The state government 
should first do no harm: ensure that it is do- 
ing nothing to scare off investment or entre- 
preneurship. Beyond that, Humason thinks 
the state should “focus on the issues in edu- 
cation and job training and getting people to 
work.” 

Humason this fall defeated David Bart- 
ley, D-Holyoke in a special election Nov. 5. 
Thus, he now holds the Senate seat formerly 
held by Mike Knapik, R-Westfield, who re- 
signed in August to take a position at West- 
field state University. 

Humason’s new district, the Second Ham- 
den and Hampshire, includes Agawam, 
along with Holyoke, Westfield, Blandford, 
Chester, Granville, Montgomery, Russell, 
Southwick, Tolland, Easthampton, South- 
ampton, and parts of Chicopee.

regional recycling coordinator for MassDEP, 
held up a hardcover copy of the final book in 
the Harry Potter series, explaining that pages 
inside were made from recycled paper deliv- 
ered to the Springfield MRF. 

Miller also cautioned students not to put 
plastic shopping bags in with the recyclable 
material. “Plastic bags are not recyclable at 
this facility,’ she said. “They’re made using 
oil — so don’t use plastic bags for bottles or 
paper that is being recycled.” She added that 
most large retail stores have special bins to 
collect plastic bags. 


Tour complements curriculum 

During the tour students watched an edu- 
cational video about recycling, waste reduc- 
tion, and how recyclables move through the 
MRF. The second component was a walk- 
through at the facility. Students watched the 
process used to sort plastic, glass, and metal 
— which is crushed and compacted into bales. 
The final stop on the tour was the scale used 
to weigh the trucks that deliver material to 
the facility.

Phelps School, said this was the first time her 
students had toured the facility. ““We have a 
recycling and environmental curriculum as 
well as a recycling program at our school, so 
this tour was helpful for students. It showed 
them what happens to recyclables collected 
in Agawam.” 

“The tour is a good way to increase recy- 
cling in the community. The kids will help 
reinforce the message that recycling is good 
for the community and for the environment,” 
said Jennifer Mertz, a paraprofessional in 
Sullivan’s classroom. 

Added Sullivan, ““When kids see how the 
material is processed, it makes recycling 
more relevant and more real to them. Many 
didn’t realize how close the facility is to 
Agawam.” 


A great learning experience 

Several of Sullivan’s students said the tour 
was an interesting learning experience. “It 
was great,” said Domenic Vecchiarelli, 10. 
“T learned that iron comes from mountains.” 

Alexis Ouimette, 9, said she enjoyed 
watching the baling operation. “I’ve never 
seen that before — it’s not something you see 
every day.” 

Peter Stassen, 9, said his favorite part of 
the tour was watching how material dumped 
on conveyors 1s separated for recycling. But 
his most important take away was the impor- 
tance of recycling. “If we didn’t recycle then 
all our trash would be spread over the planet 
and all the animals and plants would die.” 

Marissa Hermans, 9, said she now has a 
better understanding of what happens after 
the recyclables are collected and brought to 
the MRF. “TI learned that recycling is impor- 
tant because it cuts down on pollution. Also, 
there would be a lot more waste if we didn’t 
recycle.” 

Agawam is one of more than 70 Western 
Massachusetts municipalities with a contract 
to use the MRF facility for recycled paper 
products and containers (known as a dual 
or two-part recycle stream method). The 
Springfield MRF has been in operation since

DeMaio, who serves on the MRF Advi- 
sory Board, said the town delivers an aver- 
age of about 1,720 tons of recycling material 
per year to Springfield. She added that the 
tonnage of recycled material has remained 
fairly consistent for the past five years. 

According to DeMaio Agawam earns a 
rebate of $15.67 per ton from the recycling 
material collected at residential homes, pub- 
lic schools, and municipal buildings. Some 
of the rebate funds were used to pay bus 
transportation costs to bring students to the 
MRF for the free tour. 

DeMaio said students who took the MRF

tour are fortunate because Agawam currently 
doesn’t sponsor the trip every year. “Fourth 
graders have gone in the past — many years 
ago,’ she said. “But I’d like to start the field 
trips back up, making it an annual event for 
them.” 

She added that fourth graders usually have 
participated in the field trip because of the 
curriculum-based lessons on the environ- 
ment for their grade level. “I’ve had teachers 
inquire about recycling education, so what 
better place to learn about what happens to 
our recycling material than a field trip to the 
MRE”

would be pedestrian friendly and offer small 
niche businesses and a blend of commercial 
and residential development. 

“The gist, the meat of it, is itll relax the 
standards,” she said. “It will allow residential 
and commercial development to occur simul- 
taneously.” 

The mixed use plan encourages harmony 
in terms of facade and signage and will help 
to blend the existing structures, Dachos said. 
One thing it discourages, however, is free- 
standing buildings. 

“If you have one parcel, the buildings will 
be freestanding, but there will not be multiple 
freestanding buildings on one parcel to try to 
have a feel for a downtown shopping area be- 
cause we really don’t have a central business 
district,’ she said. 

The plan will allow for buildout of 75 
percent of lot coverage, “as long as you can 
prove there’s parking somewhere. It doesn’t 
have to be onsite; it could be offsite.” 

There will also be a density bonus for pro- 
viding affordable units. 

“The density bonus would allow 95 percent 
lot buildout,’ said Dachos. 

The Agawam Planning Board held its pub- 
lic hearing on the zoning change last Thurs- 
day, Nov. 21, and the Agawam City Council 
is Slated to hear from residents on the matter 
during a public hearing Monday, Dec. 16. The 
council was invited to attend a workshop held

Oct. 3 to discuss the change. Councilors Rob- 
ert Rossi, Donald Rheault and James Cichetti 
were present for that discussion. 

Dachos said she hopes the council votes to 
move forward with the zoning change. 

“What it will be doing is creating a whole 
new district,’ she said. “Currently what we 
have is Business A and Business B. This 
would be Business C, which could be utilized 
in other areas in town in the future, but is pri- 
marily addressing the Walnut Street Ext. area. 

“T’m really enthusiastic about it,’ she went 
on. “I think it’s a win-win because it provides 
a really good incentive for businesses to in- 
vest in their properties there. It doesn’t place 
any kind of restriction on what they can do 
other than to blend what they do with other 
businesses.” 

As for the businesses, their biggest concern 
— other than the Games and Lanes building 
— is parking. 

To address that, Mayor Richard A. Cohen 
recently sent a letter to PVPC for the next 
round of local technical assistance projects, 
Dachos said. 

“We just sent in another request for this 
year’s round, and what we would be doing is 
working with them to prepare an application 
to MassWorks Infrastructure Program... that 
would be requesting funding for public park- 
ing as well as streetscapes, and pedestrian and 
bicycle improvements to the area.” 

Those improvements would make up Phase 
3 of the project, she said.

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Waste haulers fined for violations 


BOSTON — The Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Environmental Protection (Mass- 
DEP) has levied penalties of $1,032 against 
both J. Tinnerello, LLC of Agawam and Mc- 
Namara Waste Services, LLC of Hampden for 
violations of state Solid Waste Management 
regulations involving the mismanagement of 
recyclable materials. Both companies provide 
solid waste hauling services to the public. 

On June 17, MassDEP staff observed J. 
Tinnerello deliver excessive amounts of wood 
and metal to the South Hadley Landfill for 
disposal. These materials are banned from dis- 
posal in Massachusetts landfills and incinera- 
tors given their value as a recyclable material. 
Previously, a warning letter had been issued to 
J. Tinnerello for similar observations made by 
MassDEP staff in February 2013. Addition- 
ally, monthly reports submitted to MassDEP 
by the South Hadley Landfill indicate that J. 
Tinnerello delivered 24 truckloads of material 
that contained quantities of waste ban items 
in excess of acceptable standards during the 
period from March 2013 through July 2013. 

In the case of McNamara Waste Services, 
on July 18, MassDEP staff observed that 
pre-sorted residential recyclables were being 
placed in the waste compartment of a curbside 
trash collection truck at locations along Main 
Street and Steepleview Road in Hampden. 
The co-mingling of pre-sorted recyclables 


with solid waste for disposal is a violation of 
the waste ban regulation. 

A warning letter citing similar violations 
was issued to McNamara Waste Services in 
March as a result of observations made in 
February 2013 by MassDEP staff at the South 
Hadley Landfill. Those violations included 
the disposal of materials that contained exces- 
sive amounts of recyclable paper and card- 
board and a cathode ray tube (recyclable ma- 
terials banned from disposal). Additionally, 
monthly reports submitted to MassDEP by 
the South Hadley Landfill indicate that McNa- 
mara delivered 20 truckloads of material that 
contained quantities of waste ban items in ex- 
cess of acceptable standards during the period 
from March 1, 2013 through July 2013. 

“MassDEP is investing additional resourc- 
es to ensure that waste and recyclables are 
handled in a manner that is environmentally 
responsible, compliant, and does not com- 
promise the recycling efforts of citizens and 
businesses,” said Michael Gorski, director 
of MassDEP’s Western Regional Office in 
Springfield. 

MassDEP is responsible for ensuring clean 
air and water, safe management and recy- 
cling of solid and hazardous wastes, timely 
cleanup of hazardous waste sites and spills 
and the preservation of wetlands and coastal 
resources.

New playoff system 
not working so well

REGION — After one season of 
the new statewide football system, 
it has received decidedly mixed 
reviews from both coaches and 
athletic directors from across the 
Western Massachusetts region. 

While some believe that the sys- 
tem has worked very well, others 
believe that the two-year experi- 
ment will need some changes to be 
made to it in order for the playoff 
format to become permanent. 

“There are some things that 
worked really well for the new 
system, and some other things that 
probably need to be fixed,’ Ware 
football coach and athletics direc- 
tor Scott Slattery said. “If those 1s- 
sues can be resolved, then I would 
consider voting in favor of it.” 

The way the new playoff system 
worked is through the first eight 
weeks of the season, both league 
and non-league opponents were 
set up by the individual athletics 
director of each school. After eight 
weeks, the top four teams in each 
division were placed into a playoff 
where the top-seeded squad faced 
the fourth-seeded team, while the 
second and third-seeded teams 
faced each other in the semifinals. 
The two winning schools then ad- 
vanced to the Sectional finals, with 
the winners of each game moving 
on to the state semifinals and then 
onward to the state finals at Gil- 
lette Stadium in Foxborough. 

For non-playoff teams, a sched- 
uling committee made up of ath- 
letic directors decided what teams 
would face each other in the two 
non-playoff games. 

Ludlow athletics director Tim
